The agreement, it was understood, 
provides for the control of ex- 
changes to smooth out money fluc- 
tuations, rather than for definitely 
fixing rates. 

In French delegation circles it 
was said that only Washington's ap- 
proval was lacking, and this was 
expected to be forthcoming, so that 
the announcement of the accord 
could be made before the opening 
of the markets on Monday. |

LONDON, June 17.—A_ proposal 
for a general 10 per cent reduction 
in tariffs has been submitted to the 
economic commission of the world 
ecenomic conference by the Ameri- 
can delegation, it was learned to- 
day. 

This topic, presented for consid- 
eration, was submitted among others 
at the request of the chairman, who 
asked the various delegations to file 
briefs to assist in making up the 
commission's agenda. 

Other suggestions from the 
Americans included: A continua- 
tion of the tariff truce. 

Bilateral trade agreements. 

Conpensation and clearance 
agreements. 

The economic commission is ex- 
pected to deal chiefly with tariffs. 
It was pointed out that the sugges- 
tions made by the United States 
delegation were merely to present 
topics for consideration. 

A general 10 per cent reduction 
in tariffs has been strongly urged 
by some delegation quarters.

EIGHT PER CENT. PAID 


What the depression has done to the world is 
strikingly shown in the table showing how much 
less the debtor nations paid at Washington on 
Thursday than they were supposed to pay 

Thirteen countries in Europe owed a total of 
$143,.614.308. They paid $11,148,592. Great Britain 
paid $10,000,000, Italy paid $1,000,000, Finland alone 
paid in full, $148.592. The other ten paid nothing. 

France could have paid but didn’t. The remain- 
ing nine could each have paid something but paid 
nothing. Britain and Italy could have paid more 
than they did. 

The part payments and the refusals to pay anye 
thing are as significant as the fact that only about 
8 per cent of the total was paid. Some of the 
debtors defaulted deliberately, through fear of the 
future. or in expectation that their debts will be 
cut down if they hold out. The part payments 
from Britain and Italy reflect a like uneasiness as 
to the future or a like expectation that their obli- 
gations will be scaled down 

There is nothing in the returns to strengthen 
the confidence of those in the United States who 
think the debts can and will be paid in full even- 
tually. 


WORTH LOOKING INTO 

Soviet Russia gave the economic conference 
something different to think about. Litvinoff says 
Moscow wants $100,000,000,000 worth of products, 
ranging all the wey from breeding stock to machin- 
ery and metals, and is ready to place orders 
wherever long term credits can be secured 

A market of that magnitude is what the 
capitalist countries have been looking for, and need 
desperately. They should not reject the offer be- 
cause it comes from the Soviet. How the Russians 
govern themselves, or allow themselves to be 
governed, is their business. If they want to buy 
what other peoples have to sell the sensible thing 
to do is ignore their politics and fill the orders 

The stickler of course will be the extension of 
credit to Moscow. The five year plan has not been 
such a remarkable success 2s to make outsiders 
rate Russia's credit very highly Stull, even if 
Russia got the goods and failed to pay in full, that 
would not be a complete loss. The surplus products 
are pretty much a dead loss as matters stand. 

If Russia paid fifty cents on the dollar of the 
loans, thet might be better than carrying the sur- 
pluses indefinitely or selling them piecemeal at 
bargain prices. And it is said Moscow has not yet 
failed to meet 4 payment when due, which is a 
good deal more than some of the other countries 
can say since Thursday 

Canada’s representatives at the conference might 
take a look at Litvinoff's proposition. 


A LEAD FOR LONDON 


Premier Bennett had words of good cheer for 
his fellow-delegates at the London conference. He 
seems to have been the prize optimist of the party 
when they met. The last few weeks, he told the 
interested representatives of other countries. had 
seen a substantia! improvement in Canadian con- 
ditions. 

That may have made them envious. But they 
cannot blame either Canada or its Government if 
this gleam of distant improvement irks them. Our 
geographical location is responsible if things around 
the stock markets here have been looking brighter. 
We have the good fortune to live alongside a 
country that elected a Government with courage 
enough to do something besides twiddle its thumbs 
and wait for death or a misacle 

When Mr. Roosevelt began to talk about break- 
ing the strangle-hold of out-worn theories and 
cast-iron traditions Canada began to feel the 
reaction from reviving hope and confidence in the 
United States. That is all that has yet happened 
to stimulate or justify an expectation of better 
times in Canada 

Our Premier's words of encouragement may 
cause the delegates to seck the cause of the hope 
that is in him. He did not state the cause, for 
whatever reason. But that is not necessary. It is 
obvious to anyone who cares to look for it 

if the conference is minded to break up the 
general stagnation it should note what has hap- 
pened at Washington in the last three months, and 
take international action along the lines suggested. 
Premier Bennett has given testimony that the 
fesults have been geod on this side of the Atlantic. 


W HEAT POLICY 


Chancellor Dollfuss of Austria explained in 
Londom what kind of an arrangernent he thinks 
needed to stabilize the wheat trade. Since Austria 
fg an importing country, his views ere of import- 
ance to Canada. 

It would, he says, do the exporting countries no 
good if the importing countries lowered their tariffs 
against wheat. Foreign growers, he thinks, would 
get no more, while growers in the importing coun- 
tries would get less. 

He suggests that the exporting countries make 
an agreement among themselves to restrict the 


production and export of wheat. “Then the 
importing countries could lower their tariffs and 
afford import facilities without risk to their 
farmers”; freed of the danger of outside wheat 
coming in under reduced tariff rates and sending 
the price down. 


That would be all right from the stand-point of | 


the grower in the importing country. But what 
about the grower in the exporting country’? He 
would be forbidden to grow or to sell as much 
wheat as he now grows. The tariffs of the import- 
ing countries would of course be adjusted to a 
nicety to keep out what he did offer to export; in 
order to maintain the price to the home consumer, 
as obligingly explained by the Austrian Chancellor. 

The position of the Canadian grower would 
seem to be that, whereas he now grows and exports 
ten thousand bushels in a year for whatever it will 
bring, he would only be allowed to grow and export 
five thousand bushels at the same price. The 
importing countries, as the Chancellor says, “could” 
lower their tariffs; but they wouldn't so long as 
their object is to maintain the existing prices to 
their home producers. which the Chancellor thinks 
to be necessary. 

The hope for the wheat growing business is that 
there will be an all-round reduction of tariffs 
which will enable the peoples in densely crowded 
countries to produce other things than wheat on 
their high-priced land, things which they can trade 
for wheat grown in the countries where it can be 
produced at less cost.

PAPINEAU’S ENGLISH AIDE 
On this date, in 1863 there died 
at Montreal a man who shculd 
be better known than he is to the 
present generation of Canadians, 
for, much though some people de- 
cline to admit it, Dr. Wolfred 
Nelson was the real leader of the 
rebellion in Lower Canada in 
1837. Nelson, born at Montreal, 
had preved 
his loyalty in 1812, and after 
peace came was still a surgeon of 
militia. Like other doctors, then 
and since, he got drawn into 
politics and was elected to the 
assembly for Sorel in 1827. 

At first Nelson and Papineau 
did not see eye to eye; the Eng- 
lish Canadian thought the French 
Canadian too moderate; he want- 
ed to speed reforms; it was large- 
ly through his counsel that the 
famous 92 resolutions were drawn 
up and sent to London. It was 
Nelson who took advantage of 
Sir Francis Bond Head's folly in 
allowing his instructions to be 
published at Toronto, convinced 
Papineau that Lord Gosford must 
have had similar instructions— 
that Canada was a colony and 
could not possibly be governed 
by her own people—and that 
then revolutionary propaganda 
was agreed upon. 

It was Nelson who presidea at 
meeting at St. 
Charles; when Papineau advised 
moderation, Nelson protested that 
the time had come for action. It 
was Nelson who commanded the 
patriots (or rebels, if you prefer) 
at St. Denis, where his 500 men,

ture until 1851, when age and 
failing health forced his retire- 
In 1859 he was appointed 
chairman of the board of prison 
inspectors by Georges E. Carter, 
who had fought with Nelson at 
St. Denis and St. Charles, but who 
had become a trusted adviser of 
the Crown and head of the rin- 
istry of the Province of Canada. 
Wolfred Nelson should not be 
confused with his brother Robert, 
who organized the raid from Ver- 
mont on Lower Canada in 1638. 
Wolfred had nothing to do with 
that foolish affair; he wanted no 
aid from the south. If Canadians 
were worthy of self-governrnent 
they could attain it themselves 
without any aid from Americans, 
for whom he never lost the 
memories of the needless war of 
1812-14. Both Nelsons were bi- 
lingual. Some of their descend- 
ants have figured in politics and 
business to Canada’s benefit.

Any person who doubts that the world is moving 
fast, ought to try writing @ newspaper comment 
column a few days ahead of events. So rapidly do 
events tread upon the heels of Rumor that preaic- 
tion teday is apt to be stale news a week hence. 
God pity the writers of “current topics” in the 
heavier magazines who have to write two or three 
months before publication. At the speed the world 
is marching onward nowadays, three months may 
see @ new world.

A week ago it was hinted that Britain will not 
only make her June 15 war debt payment of 
$79,950,000 in full, but would make it in silver, the 
payment being charged against the equalisation 
fund instead of burdening the budget with the sum. 
The equalisation fund is used to maintain the level 
of the pound with other currencies. 

If the payment is made in full it will be a 
heartening gesture for the World Economic Confer- 
ence now in session. If it is made wholly or largely 
in silver, it will indicate that United States is azree- 
able to a policy of reducing the demand for gold. 
Gold has very few economic uses. If gold was 
abandoned for some non-metallic form of money 
all the human energies now directed to gold-mining 
might be directed to socially useful purposes. The 
world has suffered because of the shortage of gold 
to carry out the business of the world. President 
Roosevelt is believed to be planning to reduce the 
gold content of the American dollar as part of his 
inflation programme. A willingness to accept the 
British payment in silver may have more signifi- 
cance than appears, though how a nation that 
refuses to allow gold to leave its borders can expect 
to receive payment in gold, is not reconcilable in 
logic. 

* 2 * 


A main part of the work of the World's Eco- 
nomic Conference will be to further the work of 
stabilising currencies. Currencies must be stabil- 
ised and rates of exchange regulated if international 
commerce is to be carried on efficiently. The chief 
political difficulty is that when a nation joins with 
others to stabilise currencies, it relinquishes its 
autonomy in regard to inflation and deflation. It 
could not inflate to reduce public or private debts, 
or to finance enterprises without resort to taxation. 
A nation can hardly give up control of its own cur- 
rency unless assured of an acceptable international 
policy and of help from its neighbours in times of 
stress. 

Sixty-six nations are represented at the Confer- 
ence. Ten prime ministers and nineteen foreign 
secretaries will attend, “in person” as the theatrical 
posters put it. However great the difficulties of 
trying to work out reforms to safeguard individual 
interests in a world engaged in tariff wars and pre- 
serve vested rights in a world groaning from an- 
cient ills, it is proof of progress when men as aloof 
from each other as Neville Chamberlain and 
Premier Caillaux, the Russian Litvinoff and the 
erstwhile rebe! General Smuts, the ardent Hitler- 
ite Herr Schacht and our own Premier Bennett can 
meet with representatives from as far afield as 
Washington and Japan, in an effort to find a cure 
for the ills of the world.

Winston Churchill in his speech at the St. 
George's Society banquet at London on St. George's 
Day made some amusing comparisons of the “then” 
and “now” kind. Said he: 

I have been wondering what would happen’ 
if the legend of St, George and the Dragon 
were repeated under modern conditions. 

St. George would arrive in Cappadocia, ac- 
companied not by a horse but a secretariat. He 
would not be armed with a lance but with 
several flexible formulas. He would of course 
be welcomed by the local branch of the League 
of Nations Union. 

He would propose a conference with the 
Dragon—a Round Table Conference, no doubt; 
that would be more convenient for the dragon's 
tail. He would certainly lend the Dragon a Iot 
of money of the Cappadocian taxpayers. 

The maiden's release would be referred to 
Geneva, the Dragon reserving all his rights 
meanwhile. Finally, St. George would be phoin- 
graphed with the Dragon. Inset—the maiden 
It is a moving picture and thoroughly up to 
date.

Haroid M. Collins, American 
consul, in his letter to the com-

on June 7, has stated there are 
some instances of this on the 
part of some persons, but also ex- 
press gratification that there were 
other incidents of exactly the op- 
posite nature. A few of the most 
pertinent paragraphs of his letter 
to the committee follow: 


“. . . Saturday night, a wo- 
man sitting in the region of seats 
190-195 gave herself over through 
out nearly the whole of the se- 
cond half to making direct, per- 
sonal remarks of an uncompli- 
mentary and irritating kind to 
one of the Misses Dunfold of the 
Oklahoma team who was bench- 
ed; and, unfortunately, succeeded 
in stimulating 2 considerable 
number of other persons in her 
vicinity to do likewise.” 


“Almost from the opening of 
the second quarter, the Oklahoma 
party faced frequent massed 
booing, jeering and hooting from 
large sections of the crowd all 
over the Arena. As the game pro- 
gressed, practically every deci- 
sion of the two referees unfav- 
orable to the Grads evoked this, 
and every free throw by a Car- 
dinal player was attended by it. 
These manifestations, which be- 
came practically continuous for 
fairly prolonged periods, were 
scarcely diluted, to the percep- 
tions of the Oklahoma group, by 
the occasional scattered and rel- 
atively feeble applause and other 
expressions of goodwill and ap- 
preciation toward the Cardinals 
that came from dispersed indi- 
viduals and isolated smal! groups.”
